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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Stabilizing Wings for Sailboats. 

2. ' The information disclosure statement filed 1 2/4/2006 and 9/25/2006 fail to 
comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, 
publications, applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; 
(2) U.S. patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately 
from citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which 
the information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

The information disclosure statement filed 9/25/2006 has not been considered as 
copies of the cited documents has not been provided. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
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and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

It is unclear as presented whether Applicant intended to have a single claim or 
seven claims. As presented, the "claims" read as a single claim, and such will be 
examined accordingly. 

The claim lacks antecedent basis for elements such as "the aft rail" and "the 

chine". 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by France '150. 
France '150 discloses the claimed invention, including upwardly inclined and 

fixed wings, having a chord dimension as claimed, as well as a size as claimed. 

Re "might have" and "may", such are not positive recitations, and as such, the 
structures associated therewith need not be accorded a great deal of weight in the 
claim. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Jackson, DE '459, Webster, Jessup and Jackson show the field of the invention.
